PULPWOGD, LOGGING, 
SAW-MILL INDUSTRIES 


Maine farmers and agricultural 
workers -are urged by Paul EB. 
Jones, State Manpower Director, to 
utilize all possible time in the ag- 
ricultural off-season for pulpwood 
cutting, lumbering and other war- 
useful occupations. At the same 
time, Jones announced changes in 
‘Manpower controls that will make 
it easier for farm workers to effect, 
such transfers, 

arm workers, he explained, may 
‘transfer to pulpwood cutting and 
lumbering jobs without obtaining 
a certificate of availability. After 
the six weeks period, requests. for 
additional periods become the re- 


-Sponsibility of the employer rather 


than the worker and should be di- 
rected to the United States Em- 
Phloyment Service, 

Farmers and farm Jaborers of 
military ages, 18 to. 44 years inclu- 
sive, must still obtain approval of 
such transfers from their local Se- 
dective Service Boards which will 
readily grant it for periods up to 
four months, the Manpower Direc- 
tor said he had heen informed. 
During such periods, the regis- 
trants would be continued in their 
deferred draft classifications. All 
workers, however, regardless of age 
are expected to return to agricul- 
tural emiployment at the termina- 
tion of the off-season or at any 
other time the need for them arises 
in agriculture, ; 

“Critical shortages in logging 
and saw-mill products which are 
‘vitally necessary to the war effort 
make it imperative that workers 
te recruited for these industries 
immediately and off-seasonal farm 
workers are the only available 
Source of manpower supply,” Jones 
declared, 

Adding that speedy action was 
necessary, the Manpower Director 
urged that any farmer or farm 
worker who does not have ready 
mccess to logging or saw-mill op- 
erations communicate with the U. 
S. Employment Service office in 
his community for information as 
‘to where the nearest of such oper- 
ations iy located,

Hatches Eggs in Mouth 


Some fish have curious breeding 
habits. The curious haplochromis, 
for example, uses its mouth as an 
incubator, meanwhile going on a 
self-denying diet, This fish is only 
two to two and a half inches long, 
as a rule, 

When the time comes for spawn- 
ing, the male will make a hollow in 
the sand, and in this the eggs are 
deposited and fertilized. The fe- 
male then picks up the eggs in 
her mouth, carrying them about 
this way for about two weeks until 
the young hatch out, 

The mouth of the female contin- 
ues to act as a refuge for the little 
fish until they are able to forage 
for themselves. During the period 
of hatching the mother does not 
take food, but after hatching she 
chews food particles fine enough 
for her offspring to devour.
